This,  the  thirty-first  in  a  series  of  annual  reports  on  employment  security 
in  Montana,  is  submitted  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  Sections 
87-120  and  87-122,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  as  amended. 

This  Commission's  dual  responsibilities — employment  service  and  unem- 
ployment insurance — encompasses  a  wide  array  of  programs  which  in  one 
way  or  another  relates  to  all  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  over-all  economy  of  Montana  stayed 
on  sure  and  steady  ground  during  the  Fiscal  Year  ended  June  30,  1967.  A 
record  breaking  total  of  $633.5  million  in  wages  was  paid  during  Fiscal  Year 
1967  to  those  workers  insured  under  Montana's  Unemployment  Compensation 
Law.  This  was  an  increase  of  $25.6  million  from  the  Fiscal  1966  wage  total. 
The  insured  wage  increase  from  Fiscal  1960  to  Fiscal  1967  was  $175  million, 
reflecting  steady  job  expansion  during  the  past  seven  years. 

The  cooperation  and  interest  in  this  Commission's  activities  from  your 
office,  the  UCC  State  Advisory  Council,  and  the  general  public  is  gratefully 
acknowledged.

DECLARATION  OF  STATE  PUBLIC  POLICY 


The  following  statement  of  policy  constitutes  the  introductory  paragraph 
of  the  Montana  Unemployment  Compensation  Law. 


87-102.  As  a  guide  to  the  interpretation  and  application  of  this  act,  the  public 
policy  of  this  state  is  declared  to  be  as  follows:  Economic  insecurity  due  to 
unemployment  is  a  serious  menace  to  the  health,  morals,  and  welfare  of  the 
people  of  this  state.  Involuntary  unemployment  is  therefore  a  subject  of  gen- 
eral interest  and  concern  which  requires  appropriate  action  by  the  legislature 
to  prevent  its  spread  and  to  lighten  its  burden  which  now  so  often  falls  with 
crushing  force  upon  the  unemployed  worker  and  his  family.  The  achievement 
of  social  security  requires  protection  against  this  greatest  hazard  of  our  eco- 
nomic life.  This  can  be  provided  by  encouraging  employers  to  provide  more 
stable  employment  and  by  the  systematic  accumulation  of  funds  during 
periods  of  employment  to  provide  benefits  for  periods  of  unemployment,  thus 
maintaining  purchasing  power  and  limiting  the  serious  social  consequences 
of  poor  relief  assistance.  The  legislature,  therefore,  declares  that  in  its  con- 
sidered judgment  the  public  good  and  the  general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of 
this  state  require  the  enactment  of  this  measure  under  the  police  powers  of 
the  state  for  the  compulsory  setting  aside  of  unemployment  reserves  to  be 
used  for  the  benefit  of  persons  unemployed  through  no  fault  of  their  own.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


The  Montana  Unemployment  Compensation 
Commission  and  the  Montana  State  Employment 
Service  comprise  the  Federal-State  employment  se- 
curity system.  The  Montana  system  encompasses 
employment  and  related  services  for  workers  and 
employers  and  unemployment  insurance  services. 

Specifically,  the  responsibilities  of  the  Federal- 
State  employment  security  system  include: 

1.  Providing  an  effective  employment  service 
to  help  individuals  find  employment  utilizing  their 
highest  capacities  and  skills. 

2.  Referring  capable  employees  to  employers 
and  providing  appropriate  employment-related  per- 
sonnel services. 

3.  Helping  workers  develop  their  capacities  and 
skills;  working  with  educational  and  training  authori- 
ties for  manpower  development,  training,  and  utili- 
zation; and  working  with  community  groups  for 
area  economic  development  and  stabilization. 

4.  Providing  an  income-maintenance  program, 
soundly  financed,  to  replace  a  worker's  wage  loss 
resulting  from  involuntary  unemployment;  and,  by 
maintaining  purchasing  power,  contributing  to  the 
Nation's  economic  growth. 

5.  Providing  to  labor,  management,  govern- 
ment, and  the  public  the  employment,  unemploy- 
ment, and  other  information  related  to  the  operation 
of  the  employment  security  system. 


6.  Insuring  that  domestic  farmworkers  are  given 
preference  in  employment  and  that  use  of  any  sup- 
plementary foreign  workers  does  not  affect  adversely 
the  wages  and  living  and  working  conditions  of 
domestic  workers  similarly  employed. 

7.  Assisting  in  development  and  utilization  of 
civilian  manpower  capability  for  meeting  national 
emergencies  and  disaster  needs. 

8.  Administrative  costs  for  operation  of  the  em- 
ployment security  programs  are  met  from  con- 
gressional appropriations  (with  basic  program  funds 
from  taxes  paid  by  employers  under  the  Federal 
Unemployment  Tax  Act),  with  100  percent  grants 
being  apportioned  by  the  Secretary  of  Labor  to  co- 
operating State  agencies. 

9.  At  present  there  are  290  employees  of  the 
Montana  Unemployment  Compensation  Commission. 
Of  this  number,  108  are  stationed  in  the  state  central 
office  and  182  work  in  23  local  employment  offices 
geographically  located  to  provide  maximum  service 
throughout  the  state.  In  addition,  a  Youth  Employ- 
ment Center  in  Billings  provides  job  placement, 
counseling,  and  guidance  services  to  the  youth  of 
that  area. 

10.  The  State  UCC  office  in  Helena  moved  into 
its  new  modern  office  building  in  July,  1961.  From 
here  the  Commission's  dual  responsibilities  —  em- 
ployment service  and  unemployment  insurance — are 
coordinated  and  directed. 


MONTANA  STATE  EMPLOYMENT  SERVICE 


In  recent  years  employment  service  operations 
have  been  shedding  the  image  of  a  simple  labor 
exchange  and  moving  into  broader  focus  as  a  com- 
prehensive manpower  services  center.  New  fed- 
erally initiated  programs  dealing  with  poverty  and 
the  fuller  development  of  human  manpower  re- 
sources has  cast  the  employment  service  in  this 
new  role. 

One  of  the  first  steps  in  this  direction  was  the 
Area  Redevelopment  Act  of  1961  which  created  the 
first  manpower  training  programs.  This  was  followed 
in  1962  by  the  Manpower  Development  and  Train- 
ing Act.  Recent  amendments  to  these  two  acts  have 
extended  and  widened  the  manpower  training  field 
to  include  basic  education,  pre-vocational  training, 
on-the-job  training,  or  as  a  combination  of  both. 
From  the  fiscal  year  1963  through  the  fiscal  year 
1967  there  was  a  total  of  202  training  projects  in 
94  different  occupations.  There  was  a  total  of  3,368 
persons  enrolled  in  training,  and  of  this  number 
2,607  completed  training  programs.  Nearly  90  per- 
cent of  workers  who  completed  training  programs 
were  placed  in  employment  related  to  training  upon 
completion  of  the  training  programs.  Plans  for  the 
fiscal  year  1968  are  for  training  460  persons  in  in- 
stitutional training  projects  and  240  more  in  on-the- 
job  training.  The  Manpower  Development  and  Train- 
ing Act  is  presently  scheduled  to  expire  on  June  30, 
1969. 


The  labor  mobility  program — the  relocation  of 
unemployed  and  underemployed  workers  who  could 
not  find  permanent  full  time  employment  in  their 
home  area — began  in  1965.  In  this  initial  project 
182  workers  from  five  counties  were  screened  and 
63  professed  a  willingness  to  move  to  a  location 
where  their  job  skills  were  needed.  Twenty  workers 
were  relocated  within  the  state.  Sixteen  of  these 
were  offered  financial  assistance  in  a  combination 
grant  loan  which  averaged  $245.00.  A  second  pro- 
ject during  fiscal  year  1967  relocated  131  workers 
of  which  56  were  settled  in  Montana  locations  and 
the  balance  in  ten  other  states  including  California 
and  Massachusetts.  The  overall  average  individual 
relocation  allowance  for  these  moves  came  to 
$285.00.  A  third  project  will  continue  through  fiscal 
year  1968  with  a  projected  100  relocations. 

Although  these  new  programs  place  added 
responsibilities  upon  employment  service  operations, 
the  long  established  functions  of  job  replacement, 
employer  services,  teacher  placement,  guidance  and 
counseling,  testing,  and  service  to  veterans  and 
special  applicant  groups  continue  to  improve  through 
the  efforts  of  career  oriented  personnel  and  new 
methods  and  procedures  gleaned  from  past  ex- 
perience. 
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INSURED  WAGES  ESTABLISH  NEW  RECORDS  IN  FISCAL  1967 


$25.6  MILLION  GAIN— Workers  employed  in  indus- 
tries insured  under  Montana's  Unemployment  Com- 
pensation Law  received  a  record  total  of  $633.5 
million  in  wages  during  the  Fiscal  Year  1967  (July  1, 
1966  through  June  30,  1967).  This  represents  a  gain 
of  $25.6  million  over  the  Fiscal  1966  insured  wage 
total.  Insured  wages  were  up  $175  million  over  the 
past  seven  fiscal  years,  reflecting  good  employment 
growth  during  that  period. 

WAGE  GAINS  UP  IN  SIX  INDUSTRIES— Six  of  the 

seven  major  industries  groups  had  higher  wage 
totals  in  Fiscal  1967  than  in  Fiscal  1966.  Wage 
claims  were  in  this  order  with  the  Fiscal  1967  wage 
totals  shown  first,  then  the  increase  from  Fiscal 
1966:  Trade,  $192.4  million,  up  $9.1  million;  Manu- 
facturing, $148.1  million,  up  $8.5  million;  Transpor- 
tation, Communications  and  Utilities,  $66.1  million, 
up  $5.3  million;  Service  Industries,  $55  million,  up 
$2.6  million;  Finance.  Insurance  and  Real  Estate, 
$36.7  million,  up  $1.9  million;  and  Mining,  $52.5 
million,  up  $1.3  million.  Contract  Construction  was 
the  only  industry  group  to   show  a   wage   decline 


from  Fiscal  1966.  Construction  contractors  paid  $80.5 
million  in  wages  during  Fiscal  1967  compared  with 
$83.9  million  in  Fiscal  1966. 

MORE  JOBS  IN  FIVE  INDUSTRIES— There  were  more 
wage  earners  on  payrolls  of  five  industry  groups 
during  Fiscal  1967.  The  Service  industries  led  the 
field  with  a  job  gain  of  900  bringing  total  employ- 
ment to  16,740.  Next  in  order  of  job  gains  were: 
Trade,  up  745  to  44,359;  Manufacturing,  up  526  to 
23,237;  Transportation,  Communications  and  Utili- 
ties, up  234  to  10,345;  and  Finance,  Insurance  and 
Real  Estate,  up  81  to  6,855. 

MINING  HAD  HIGHEST  AVERAGE  YEARLY  WAGE 

— The  average  yearly  earnings  for  Fiscal  1967  were 
highest  in  the  mining  industry  at  $7,197.  Next  in 
order  were:  Construction,  $7,167;  Transportation, 
Communications  and  Utilities,  $6,397;  Manufactur- 
ing, $6,373;  Finance,  Insurance  and  Real  Estate, 
$5,350;  Trade,  $4,377;  and  Service  and  Miscellane- 
ous,, $3,304.  The  average  for  all  insured  industries 
was  $5,253.
